TUB MATAN.
The rejection of the llrairnimi would lenvc nt

"the head of tho list of the great diarnouds
of tho world tho Mntan, which weighs 307

carats. It was found In llornco In 1787, and has
always belonged to tho Sultan of Uornco. How-
ever, It ts still in the rough and should not be
compared with diamonds that arc cut. It has u
blue, metallic lustre, Is about tho size of a wal-uu- t,

and is valued at two million dollars.
The Nizam diamond, which stands next, Is at

present in the possession or the Nizam of
Hyderabad, the descendant or tho Kings of
Golconda. It weighs in the rough MO carats
and is valued at a million dollars. It was found
In tho Golconda mines. Had it not been broken
by accident during the Indian mutiny it would
wclfrh 140 carats.

Tin: giu:at mooim.
is the lurgeat out diamond In oxlstcnce, but the
trouble is wo can't be sure it is in existence. It
has never been seen or heard of since Tavcrnier
reported that he saw it at Ktnpcror Aurungzeb's
palnoj In Delhi m 1003. It was put down as a
Golconda stone, weighing after being cut !!50

carats. This would make Itthc largest cut dia-

mond in the worid, but until it recals itself
again to human eyes it would bo well to drop it
from the list of actunl diamonds. If tho record
be true the Great Mogul was reduced in cutting
from 703 carats to 2S0.

THE GltKAT TAllt.K
Is a diamond which Tavcrnier says ho saw at
Golconda in the hands or a merchant, to whom
he offered 100,000 rupees for it. Its weight, being

-- cut, is put down at 212 0 carats, which would
malec It second among cut diamonds. Hut un-

fortunately the Great Table, like the Great
Mogul, has not been seen since Tavernier's time.

The Regent or Portugal. None of the records
show clearly whether this diamond is cut or not.
In the tabic winch forms an appendix to Mr.

. Streetcr"s book it Is put in the cut column, but
that table is lull of errors. However, as it is
valued at about two million dollars, we may take
it to be cut. It was found by a negro slave in
Urazil in 1775, and is now supposed to be in tho
Portuguese tieasury. Itiaputdown asweighlng
at present 215 cr.ruts. Itis tolerably certain that
the Uegent ot Portugal is a diamond; in thatrc-.-spe- ct

it has the advantage of tho Uraganza, and
itis also tolerably certain that it actually existp,
in which respect it has the advantage of the
Great Mogul and the Great Table, the two cut
diamonds winch weigh more.

THE OHI.OVP
now adorns the imperial sceptre of lltissin. It
weighs 193 carats. It was one of the eyes of an
East Indian idol at Selrangani.nearTrichinopoli,
when stolen by a French deserter, who sold it to
a trader for 310,000. The price paid to a diamond
merchant at Amsterdam in 1770 by Prince Orion",
who used it to purchase the favor of C.arina
Catherine II ol Hussia, was StoO.COOin cash and
an annuity ot S20.0CO. It is about the size of a
pigeon's egg. It is valued uttwo million doliius,
and really in the list of cut diamonds the Orloll'
is the largest, or which it can be said that there
is no doubt about its existence, its genuineness,
or its whereabouts.

THE DAHVA-I-NU-

weighing 180 cunts, must stand next to the in

the list of the largest cut diamonds. Its
nameslgnillcs the "Sea or River of Light," and
it is the largest diamond belonging to tho Shah
or Persia. It is also said to have the finest lustre
of any diamond In the world. Nadir Sbah cap-

tured it when his Persian soldiers sacked the
- city ot Delhi, the capital of the Mogul Empire,
. in 17150.

Tho Peroian inonarchs always made a specialty
of collecting jewels. 'Writing about the return

- of the Persian Emperor Artaxcrxes from his ex
pedition against the Cedusians, 400 years II. C,
ltollin in his ancient history says: "Tho King's
behavior in this march was much admired.
Neither the gold, with which he was covered,
his purple robes, nor the jewels that glittered all
over him and wore worth six and thirty millions
of livres, (about seven million dollars,) prevented
his having an equal share in the whole fatigue

-- with the meanest soldier."
TAJ'K'MAII.

Although not next in size, the Tu j.o-Ma- (.crown
or crest ot the moon) may be mentioned here.
It is a twin jewel to tho Darya the two be-

ing set in a pair of magnificent bracelets belong-
ing to tho Shah of Persia. The Taj-e-Ma- li

weighs ltti camts. The character of these two
jewels and tho use to which they are put are
vouched for by a number of authorities, but
chielly by Sir John Malcolm, au Englishman,
who, in tho eiwly part or the century, visited
Persia In an oflleial capacity, and, returning,
wrote his expoiiences in an anonymous book ol
travel called "Sketches in Persia." These two

. jewels are the principal ones in a pair of brace-
lets valued at near flvo milliou dollars.

Tho Imperial, a South African stone, already
mentioned, weighing after cutting ISO carats,

. must be catologued next to tho Darya-i-Xur- .

THETUHICKVI AND II.
There are said to be two large diamonds in tho

Turkish regalia, of which hardly anything is
known. They are put downas weighingiespect-ivol- y

U7 nnd til carats. It seems quite likely,
however, that it they ever did exist in tho Sul-
tan's Palace at Constantinople they are not thero
now, tor when Abdul Aziz was dethroned, about

. llfteeu years ago, and Murad took his place, tho
latter paid his hanker, a certain Cliristaki Etlendl,
tho debt ho owed him (about S2.500.000) In dia-
monds, and these two may liovo been in tho lot.
Hut in that case they would probably havo at-

tracted spevial attention when Cliristaki put
them on the market In Paris, and as nothing has
yet been hoard of them this Is auother case in
which It will do no harm to wait tor further evi-
dence betoro bolioving that tho diamonds over
existed. In 1881 nn earliest ellort was mado to

. get somo information on tho subject at tho Pal-
ace, but the effort was fruitless,

THE AL'STltlAN YJ.I.T.OW.
This has at various times been called the Tus-

can, the Florentine, the Great Florentine, and
tho Austrian, and. under misapprehension, tho
Maximilian. In Tavernier's time it belonged to
tho Grand Duko of Tuscany, and ever since tho
Grand Duko ol Tuscany Francis Stephen mar-
ried Maria Theresa, the Empress of Austria, in
1715, It has boon one ol the crown jewels of A us.
trla. It weighs 139 caruts, and, theugh citron-colore- d,

it is valued at hair u million dollars.
This is one of tho diamonds that apocryphal
stories havo represented us having been worn
and lost by Charles tho Hold. Dukoof Hurgundy,
nt tho Hattleol Morat,inl470. Hut nearly all tho
romuntio stones about Charles the Hold's dia-
monds can salely bo rejected, as this ono can bo.

THE l'ITT OH HEOE.NT
is a diamond about which much hasbeen written.
Itis now among tho unused crown jewels of
France in the Apollo Gallery, at the Louvre in
Paris. Hofore it was omit weighed 410 carats,
moro than either tho Matan or the Nizam, butcutting reduced it to 107 carats. It was found in
India by u slave in 1701. After it had passed
through several hands Thomas Pitt, then Gov-
ernor of Fort St. George, bought it from Jam-chun- d,

u diamond moichunt. for 100,000. Tho
Governor, who was tho graudfuther of tho great
Eurl of Chatham, and tho great-graudfath- of

jg'jyftfo. ''?. " w"- "r . &Wtrf "
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William Pitt, brought It to Europe and sold it to
tho Uegent Duko of Orleans during the minority
of Louis XIV of Franco Tor three quarters of a
million dollars. King, a distinguished diamond
expert and author, has pronounced this stone,
"for perfection oT shape as well as for purity of
water, the llrst diamond In the world." In 1701
it was valued at S2,5C0,0CO. With this and eight
other largo diamonds tho unused crown of
France Is tho richest regal crown In tho world.

There are several other cut diamonds that
weigh almost as much as tho It' gent, but there Is
not spaco lor the history or each.

Tho Stewart. This diamond, weighing la the
rough 2885 carats, may take its place heie. It
was ono ot tho llrst great diamonds found In
South Africa. Tho date of tho find was in 1872.
It is on tho London market.

The Star or tho South, round by a negress in
Urn 7.11 In 1853, was purchased by tho late

or liaroda In India. In tho rough it
weighed 251. but cutting reduced it to 125 carats.

The Du Tolt I, which is a little off color, and
not of tho first water, but free from Haws, was
found in South Africa in 1878. In the rough It
weighs 211 carats.

The Jagcrsrontcln was found In South Africa
in 1881, and weighs in tho rough 20tl carats.

THE KOH-I-N-

or "Mound of Light," now belongs to the Crown
of Englnnd. Its legendary history goes back live
thousand ycurs.buttho llrst distinct nnd reliable
reference to it occurs in tho memoirs or Sultan
Haber, tho rounder ol tho Mogul Empire. Writ-
ing in 152G he describes how it came to him rrom
Hikcrmajlt, Itajah or G wallor, niter the Hattle ol'
Panlput. Itwelghed then about 187 carats. Sul-
tan Ala-ed-dl- had acquired It in 1801, when he
defeated the Hajah ot Miilwn, In whose family It
had been an heirloom rrom time out or mind.
This stone, as well as the Great Mogul, belonged
to tho Mogul Emperors when Tavcrnier visited
Delhi In 1005, but while ho mentions the Great
Mogul ho doesu't mention the Koh-l-Nu- r.

Learned writers havo argued that the Greut Mo-
gul and tho Koh-I-N- were Identlcnl, but Pro-less- or

Hall and Mr. Streeter prove to the satis-tautlo- u

ot the ordinary reader that thcywerodis-tlnct- .
Tho Great Mogul may havo been cleaved,

mutilated, pulverized, and destroyed after Tav-
crnier said ho saw it. It may have been cut up
Into a number of small diamonds, or it may havo
been ground into dust. It may now be with

bottom of the sea, or It may be
quietly reposing, temporarily forgotten, in tho
pocket ol' some cast-of- f garment belonging to
some or the Moguls. Itmaycomoto light again,
as other lamous diamonds have done, after hav-
ing been lost for ages, or It may never again bo
seen. Anyhow, it seems to be established that
the Knli-i-N- is not the Great Mogul.

In i79 tltc Koli-1-m- ir passed into the hands of
Nadir Shah when he seized Delhi from Mohamed.
From Nadir's family it passed to tho Durani
Afghans, and arterwards to the Lion ol' the Pun-jau- b,

ltnngit Singh. The Inst owner or the gem
previous to its confiscation by the East India
Company and its presentation to Queen Victoria
inlb'Owas the Maharajah Dhuleep Singh, sov-
ereign ol the Siku nation. The English at ono
stroke despoiled him ot his diamond and his king-
dom. Last summer, May 21, lSE'.i, the"

was married In Paris, France, to a young
ijngiisn woman, ttie (luimntcr ot Mr. is u. wetn-erll- l,

of lfMiiipshirc, England. Somo little time
before that lie sent a letter to tho Queen of
England, in which he said: "It will tie useltssfor
me to demand the restoration ot my kingdom,
swindled lromiue by your Christian government,
but which I hope shortly, by the aid of Provi-
dence, to retake lrom my robbers. Hut my
diamond, the Koh I understand, is entliely
at your own disposal. Tlieretore, believing Your
Majesty to be the most religious body that your
subjects pray for every Sunday, T do not hesitate
to ask that this gem be restored to me, or else
that a fair price be paid lor it to me out of your
privy purse." Queen Victoria has not yet re-
plied. When the Koh-i-nu- r was brought to
England it weighed 180 carats, but it was
irregular in shape, and Queen Victoria had it
recut by Costar, ot Amsterdam, transforming It
into a perfect brilliant nnd reducing its weight
to 100 carats, at a cost or S10.0C0. Although of a
grayish tinge and not of the very ilnest water, it
is valued at 3G00.C00.

In addition to the stones already mentioned
there tiro nbouthalf a dozen others, which are
snid to weigh more than the Koh-i-Nu- r, and
about lHty which welirh between 10cJ and 80
carats. Hut theic is not room for a separate
reference to each ot these.

THE TAVEHMEIl 1H.UE.
The uniaue character of this stone entitles it

to special mention. Tavernier brought it from
India and sold it to Louis XIV. At tho French
ltevolution it was stolen, and when it reappeared
long attorward it had assumed a different shape.
"When purchased from Tavcrnier the stone in the
rough weighed 1121 carats, but cutting had

bcfoie it was stolen. InlbuUaname-les- s
stone, weighing only 41 carats, but with the

delicate blue tint which had never been seen
but in the Tavernier or French Ulue, turned up
In the bands of a London jeweler named Daniel
Eliason. and was purchased by one Thomas Hy
Hope. It has since been known as the Hopo
Hlue. but it bus been proved to a certainty that
the Tavernier Blue alter being stolen had been
broken, and the Hopo Hlue is the larger part of
it. Itis valued at $150,000, which is a very high
price for a diamond of that size, because a dia-
mond, eveu of the purest water, is not reckoned
worth moro than 310,000 to SI5.000 if it doesn't
weigh over o0 carats.

THE CURAT SASCV,
cut, weighs 531 carats. It is another of the dia-
monds which imaginative writers like to trace
back to Charles tho Hold. Hutit ir, pretty certain
that the bold Churlie never saw it. M. Nicholas
llnrlai, Seigneur ue banci. when French Minister
nt Constantinople in 1570, bought the stone there.
He sold it to Queen Elizabeth of England, from
whom it passed to Dowager Queen Henrietta
Maria ot Hourbon, who presented it to tho Jaco-bit- o

Earl of Worcester, who in turn presented it to
James II, who was then an exile in Fiance.
James sold It to Louis XIV about 1005 for 3125,-00- 0,

and when the French crown jewels were In-
ventoried in 1701 the Great Siuicy was valued at
S200.000. After the French ltevolution Prince
Demidoff of Hussia bought it from a French
merchant; in 1805 Demidoff sold it to a London
broker, who bought it for a Parsee merchant,
but in 1807 it was back in Paris, where it was
put on exhibition by the jewelry firm of Hapsr,
who also had it in their showcase again at tho
great Paris Exposition last year.

Tho Little Saucy belongs to thi royal treasury
of Prussia. It is a brilliant weighing thirty-lou- r

carats, and worn as a pendant to a neck-
lace. The diamond was bought from M. do
Sanei (who was a diamond collector as well as u
statesman and diplomat) by Prince Frederick
Henrv ot Orange, the irrandluthorot KinirFrod.
crick I of Prussia. Through King Frederick it
passed from tho Orange bequest to the Prussian
royal treasury.

THE XAl'OEEON
Is so called because Napoleon boiightitfiom Mr.
Eliason, in Loudon, for SlO.OCO.and wore it in tho
hilt of his sword on the day ho married Josephino
Heauharnais, in 1700. Alter that it disappeared,
and has not been heard or sinco. It does not ap-
pear in tho inventory of tho French crown jew-
els mode by order ot tho Emperor in 18:0, and tho
lato Empress Eugenie, who is lamiliur not only
with tho crown jewels of Franco, but with all thogreat jewels of the world, says sho never saw It.

The object of tho present
articlo is simply to give as uccurato and reliable
an answer as circumstances will permit to the
question, "What are tho great diamonds of tho
world?"

It nn inventory were taken it might bo discov-
ered that tho diamonds of the world are valued
as highly as tho gold stock of tho world. Somo
peoplo profess to believe that there aro many
things moro beautiful than diamonds and moro
usolul than gold. Shall wo live to see tho day
when tho ono will bo valued only lor cutting
glass and tho other lor filling teeth?
